HE REELS OFF MORE OF HIS PECULIAR YARN. 

Wasuinorton, D. C., July 3.—Before the Pot- 
ter Committee to-day, Emile L. Weber testified 
that the conference held in New Orleans during 
the count of 1876 was understood to have been 
led by Senator Sherman. In conversation with 
Senator Sherman, the witness was assured that 
if his brother should stand by his protest be 
would be protected. In compliance with the 
request of Sherman the witness went after his 
brother and Anderson, and informed them that 
the “visiting statesmen” were desirous of see- 
ing them. Anderson, in reply, said, Tell 
them to go to h-!“ His brother, however, 
went to see Sherman, and be had a long con- 
versation regarding the protest. Two or three 
days after this conversation occurred, his 
brother showed bim the Sherman letter of 
assurance, and told him that Sherman gave it 
to him at the conclusion of the conference 
relative to him standing by his protest, and re- 
marked that it was the best he could do at that 
time. 

Q.—Did your brother agree to stand by his 
protest! A.—He hesitated about doing so, 

BUT COULD NOT WIL AVOID IT, 
considering the pressure brought to bear upon 
him. 

By Mr. Springer: Q.—Did you have the Sher- 
man letter in your hand? A.— Les, sir, 1 did. 

Q.—What kiod of paper was it written on! 
A. It was written on double-sheet note- paper. 
Witness then showed the size of paper, which 
was about half the size of the sheet Mrs. Jenks 
said the letter was written on. She claimed it 
was written on a single sheet of commercial 
letter paper. 

Witness said it was arranged before election 
by Kellogg, Thomas C. Anderson, and Packard 
to secure affidavits of intimidation in the 
parishes of East and West Feliciana for the 
purpose of throwing out those parishes. 
He was assured by Kellogg and others 
that if he woula use his influence with his 
brother toward having him make a protest, he 
(witness) would be returned to the te.

D. A. Weber 
came to Donalsonville, and, seeing Mrs. Jenks, 
asked what that woman was doing there again, 
aud whetber she was

Mrs. Weber told ber brother not to meddle with 
her affairs; that she had the Sherman letter. 
and knew.what to do with it. At this time E. 
L. Weber had not informed his sister uun-law that 
he hau destroyed the document. Mrs. Jenks 
had told Mrs. Weber the letter was worth 
thousands of dollars, and said she would pay a 
good price for it. Mrs. Jenks never intimated 
to Mrs. Weber that sue bad anything to do with 
the authorship of the Sherman letter; she al- 
wavs spoke of it as the letter written by Joho 
Sherman, assuring Weber and Anderson posi- 
tions under the Administration. 

The paper containing the affidavit was pro- 
duced, but, Judge Shellabarger objecting to the 
allidavit being put im evidence, it was laid over 
for the present. 

LAWYER MARKS. 

The witness submitted in evidence a letter 
written him by Judge Marks, now loternal Rev- 
enue Collector at New Orleans, wherein Marks 
requested witness to inform him (Marks) 
whether he nad received the appointment ie 
had made application for. Lf not. Marks would 
look after it for him. Marks aleo requested the 
witness to inform Mrs. Weber that he thought 
he could secure her an appomtment as Post- 
mistress at VDonaldsonville, for woich she bad 
once applied and been unsuccessful, Marks being 
at that time opposea to ber appointment. 
Marks, previous to writing th's letter, had been 
to Donaldsonville, aud requested Mrs. Weber to 
make a statement to the effect that she had 
never known of the Sberman letter. Durisg 
this visit Marks told the witness and his sister- 
in-law that they were both to be summoncd as 
witnesses before the Investigatang Committee. 
Tue witness stated that as be was under 
the impression tuat the approaches made by 
Marks were merely witha view of 

INFLUENCING HIS TESTIMONY 
before the Committee, be gave him no en- 
couragement whatever. Marks had stated to 
certain parties that be could control Mrs. 
Weber's testimony before the Committee. 

Witness said on the evening of the 20th of 
November, while passing by Moreau’s restau- 
rant, on Canal street, New Orleans, he noticed 
his brother, D. A. Weber, and James E. Ander- 
son in there talking with Secretary Sherman. 
Witness was not within hearing distance, and 
don’t kuow what transpired, but they were 
there together at a table, one on each side of 
Sherman. 

Packard told mea few days before the elec- 
tion that, if be and Hayes did not get any votes 
in East and West Feliciana, he was going to be 
Governor and Hayes was going to be President.

WHAT VANDERBILT WANTS. 
Railroad men were considerably surprised 
when they read in Tus Tainuns yesterday 
morning that the conference of Eastern rail- 
road managers, held in this city day before 
yesterday, failed to accomplish the object for 
which it had been called, namely¥er to restore 
the freight rates from this city to the Eastern 
seaboards to a paying basis. It Bad been gen- 
erally supposed that Vanderbilt was anxious to 
have the rates restored, as he had expressed 
himself to that effect on several occasions late- 
ly, and that the managersof his roads bad pre- 
vented the consummation of an arrangement. 
The mystery is now cleared up by private dis- 
patches received from the East yesterday. The’ 
information is conveyed in these telegrams that 
Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt has called a meeting of the 
managers of all the lines under his control. as 
well as those in charge of Western roads that 
connect with -his lines, to be held at Saratoga 
next week. it is surmised that the object of 
Vanderbilt in calling this meeting is for the pur- 
pose of asvertaining bow much ot the Western 
business be is able to control, and how the 
Western connections of his lines will att to- 
wards him in case he should be compelled to 
fight Col. Scott and Mr. Garrett, of the Penn- 
svivania and Baltimore & Ohio Railroads. Mr. 
Vanderbilt was not ready to name his terms to 
the representatives of tt’s and Garrett's 
roads, and hence the instructions tothe man- 
agers of his roads to refuse to make a permanent 
arrangement until after the Saratoga meeting. 
After that meeting he means, evidently, to 
make overtures foran East-bound pooling ar- 
rangement to Messrs. Scott and Garrett. As 
rewards the Erie and Grand Truuk Railroads, no 
notice is taken of them, as they are placed in 
such a position that they cannot come out of 
their holes and offer resistance to anv arrange- 
ment that may be made between Vanderbilt and 
the Presidents of the Penusyivania and Baiti- 
more & Ohio Railroads. The calling of the 
meeting at Saratoga indicates that Vanderbilt 
means to exact as large a percentage of the 
Western traflic as be could under any circum- 
stances control. He undoubtedly thinks him- 
sell powerful enough to force Scott and Garrett 
to accept any terins he may name, as he does 
not tuink those gentiemen able to go 
to war with him, and if they should de- 
tide upon the latter course be believes 
himself to beable tocrush them. It cannot 
be predicted at present whether Mesefs. Scott 
and Garrett will allow. themselves to be 
placed under the dictatorship of Vanderbilt. 
without a struggie or not. The indications are 
that, before agreeing to pool with Vanderbilt on 
his own terms, voy | will make a desperate re- 
sistance, and before Vanderbilt gets his pool in 
operation a bitter war will bave to be fought, 
which may result entirely different from Van- 
derbilt’s present calculations. 
It was tacitly understood at the meeting day 
7 yesterday that, until a final arrangement 
ade in regard to the East-bound traffic, no 
business will be taken by any of the roads at 
less than 16 cents per 100 pounds from Chicago 
to New ork on grain, and 18 cents on fourth 
class. These rates are as low as the roads can 
possibly afford to go, as a 20-cent rate on grain 
does not allow them any margin. 


THE GRAND TRUNK’S CHANCES, 

The Detroit Mews discourses as follows upon 
the cliances of the Grand Trunk Railway to open 
yet an independent route to Chicago:

interest will lead them to open a route over this 
penineula to Chicago, In the consideration of this 
question it does not appear that the Grand Trunk 
ean be shut out for any, great length ot time, pro- 
tiding it goes vigor to work to retrieve its 
temporary disaster, There are are several feasible 
routes which can be acquired. First. there are 
tue two ends of the Chicago & Lake Huron Rail 
road. One end extends from Port Huron to Fiint, 
the other from Lansing to Vaiparaiso, Ind., where 
it connects with the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne Road 
for Chieago. Between Flint and Laasing is the 
connecting linkthe Chicago & Northeastern 
Ratiroad—which was gobbled by Vanderbilt. Tut 
is only fifay miles long. The Grand Trunk ma 
be able to acquire both ends—they are bot 
eim the wing —and then build a fifty- 
mile road, parallel with the Chicago 
& Northeastern. Another feasible route 
would be afforded by buiiding a twenty-five-mile 
road from this city to Ypsilanti; asing the Detroit, 
Hilisdale & Indiana Road to near Hilisdale; build a 
forty-mile road from toat point to Butler; then 
use the Eel River Road to Aubarn, and from there 
run into Chicago on the Baitimore & Ohio Road. 
Still another route would be ufforded by using the 
Hilisaale Road to ite western terminus at Bankers, 
three miles west of Hilisdaie, and from tnere 
build a road, running southwesterly about 100 
miles to the line of the Baltimore & Onio, touch- 
ine that line at some point west of Miiford, It 
will thus be seen that uniess the Englisa folks in- 
terested in the Grand ‘Trunk resolutely refuse to 
shell out, the Grand Trunk cannot be permanently 
deprived of a Western outlet at the Garden City, 
although their efforts to attain this end will prob-

An Enthusiastic Reception Given 
to the Presidential 
Party. 


Witxes-Barnz, Pa., July 3.—The opening ex- 
ercises of the commemoration of the one 
bundredth anniversary of .the battle and 
massacre of Wyoming took place to-day, with 
fully 6.000 people in attendance. The Presi- 
dential and Gubernatorial party were met at 
Northumberland at 2 o’clock this morning by a 
reception committee, and along the route be- 
tween Northumberland and Wyoming the great- 
est enthusiasm prevailed. Every station was 
profusely decorated, and the inhabitants turned 
out en masse to greet the President and bid him 
welcome. But few stops were made. At some 
points the calls for his Excellency were so great 
that the President shook hands with as many as 
he could, while at other stations he made a 
short speech, thanking the people beartily for 
their pleasant greeting. 

ON ARRIVING AT WYOMING 
the party was met and escorted by the Scranton 
City Guards tothe residence of Paine Petti- 
bone, Esq., and, after having breakfasted, pro- 
ceeded to the Grand Pavilion, where the order 
of exercises were immediately commenced. 

After music and reading of a poem, Mr. Bur- 
rows, of Lowell, Mass., a descendant of one of 
the survivors of the massacre, was announced, 
who delivered the oration. A speech of wel- 
come was made by the Rev. Mr. Hornburger, 
which was responded to by the President, who 
spoke of the object of this great gathering, 
touched on the causes of the battle and massa- 
cre, spoke of the wonderfal development of the 
latrezt valley inthe world, its vast mincral de- 
posits, wealth, industry, and the happiness of 
its present inhabitants. His informal address 
was received with great applause, and at its 
close he was ! 

PRESENTED WITH A CANE 
made from a tree which grew at the time of the 
massacre. This gift came from 1,000 ladies of 
Wyoming Valiey. 

After other addresses and music, the bene- 
diction was pronounced and the assemblage 
quietly dispersed, most of the crowd making 
Wu Barre the objective point, where to-mor- 
row the exercises will be continued by one of 
me grandest demonstrations ever witnessed. 

HISTORICAL. 
Spectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Witkes-Barre, Pa., July 2.—“ Ninety-three 
feet to the mile,” is the answer that 
the conductor gives to the inquiry as to the 
grade of the raisroad when the summit is 
reached and the train begins its rapid descent 
of the mountain-side. We fairly fly down this 
heavy grade, enjoying one of the finest views in 
Aniecrica,—that of the 

FPAR-FAMED VALLEY OF WYOMING, 

soread out with panoramic beauty nearly 1,000 
feet below. Through’ ‘the valley, which is 
twenty-five miles long and from two to three 
miles in width, guarded on either side by 
mountains thickly studded with oak and hem- 
lock, flows the Susquehanna River, glimpses of 
which are had as it wiads its silvery way 
through the fertile lowlands of the valley. 
Like a gem inacostly setting, Wilkes-Barre—a 
thriving city of 20,000 inhabitants—lies in the 
centre of the landscape} while above and below 
are seen the Towns of Pittston, Wyoming, 
Kingston, Plymouth, and Nauticoke, represent- 
ing a population of 100,000 people, nearly all of 
whom, direct!y or indirectly, derive a livelihood 
from the vast deposits of anthracite coal which 
underlie the entire vailey,—an industry which 
is unfortunately paralyzed at this time by the 
general prostration of the business world 

Wyoming Valley was a Paradise of the Gods, 
and it is not strange that its history is stained 
by prolonged and bitter struggle for its occu- 
pancy. A historian says: 

For its possession and enjoyment, contending 
tribes of the red-men fought; and, when wrencned 
from their grasp by force, or fraud, or treachery, 
and white men, bearing the casket of a better civ- 
ization, had come within her borders, and she 
bad received the baptism of blood as a seai, even 
then tullowed contentions, and tumufts, and bloody 
Wars between factions of the pale-faces: the issue 
Was te decide which Was to have her to hold and to 
enjoy. [tis not to be wondered at that ue poor In- 
dian, 2 selfish by intuition, and believin 
in the iawef mint. shonlad have fougat lout an 
well toretain ihe poseession of that which to him 
Was a terrestrial Faradise. 

THE SUSQUBHANNA, 
in its course through tha valley, has a width of 
trom 500 to 600 feet; but, owlug to occasional 
rapids, does not admit of more extensive navi- 
gation tran about ten miles above and below 
Wilkes-Barre,—some half-dozen small steamers 
plying between the adjacent river-towns. 

The beauty of the Valley of Wyoming is not 
the wild magnificence of the Yosemite, nor tit. 
mighty grandeur of the White Mountains; but 
is its picturesque simplicity, its ever-varying 
panorama of primeval forest and fertile fields, 
upland and lowland, river, rivulet, and rill,— 
the landscape dotted here and there with bust- 
ling towos and lovely villages,—the whole nest- 
ling lovingly among the mountains, like a babe 
in its mother’s arms. A dozen miles away is a 
beetling precipice named Campbell's Ledge in 
honor of Scotia’s poet Who sang of Wyoming 
three-quarters of a century ago, His poem, 
Gertrude of Wyoming,’ ef world-wide reputa- 
tion, opens as follows; 

On Susquehanna’s side, fait Wyoming! 

Although the wild flowers on thy ruin’d wall. 

And roofless homes, a sad remembrance bring 

Of what tay gentie people dia befall, 

Yet thou wert once the loveliest land of all 

That see the Atlantic wave their morn restore. 
Sweet land! may I thy lost delights recall, 

And paint thy Gertrude in her bowers of yore, 
Whose beauty was the love of Pennsylvania's shore! 

From the ruggei hights of the Ledge the 
view is one of the finest to be obtained, afford- 
ing an unbroken prospect of the yalley, from 
the entrance of the river at the Lackawaana 
Gap, to its exit through the perpendicular walis 
at Nanticoke Gap. The river winds, between 
abrupt banks, through a belt of bottom-lands 
unsurpassed for fertility, portions of which are 
annually flooded by the spring freshets,—the 
river occasionally rising thirty feet, and carry- 
ing ruin and desolation on its icy bosom. Ab- 
other eminence sought oy visitors is Point 
Lookout, orposite Pittston, a. whose feet is 
spread a view combining the pastoral features 
of the valley together with several villages, 
and last, but by no means least, looking direct- 
Jy down upon the historic spot where was per- 
petrated 

THE MASSACRE, — 
a blot upon History's page which the tear of 
the Recording Angel can never erase, and which 
left an irremovable tarnish upon the 
escutcheon of the Motber-Country.

The 
occasion will be graced by the presenceof Presi- 
dent Hayes, most of the Governors the 
thirteen omginal States, the leading dignitaries 
of the nation, oye! ol the metropolitan jour- 
naliste, together with all the military forces that 
the State can supply. le addition to all these, 
the Onondaga indians from the State of New 
York, the lineal descendants of the bloodthirsty 
redskins who devasted the valley a century ago, 
ha ve accepted an invitation to be present. All 
the approaches to the battle-ground, as well as 
the nel@hvoring towns, have been decorated 
with arches and other boliday-attire; but it 
should be said that these properly belong to the 
4th of July rather than the 3d,—the latter being 
devoted entirely to solemn commemorative ex- 
ercises, to be followed by an extraordinary cele 
bration of the Nation’s holiday. 

At the Wyoming depot, where President 
Haves and Gov. Hartranft will arrive at 9:14 a. 
m., July 3, is acanopy of evergreens, with the 
legend, Welcome to the President“; another 
arch, spanning the roadway a few rods from the 
station, haviog the words, beautifully woven in 
evergreens, “Wyoming bids you welcome.“ 
All is bustie and activity at the grounds, build- 
ings are Being finished, the huge Lexington tent 
is raised, tue camping-grounds of the Indians 
staked out, and the great stand for the singers 
and speakers looms up under the shadow of the 
monument. Nothing now is lacking to insure 
complete success, excepting auspicious weather,

Your correspondent has been at some pains to 
ascertain the 

RXACT FACTS AS TO THE BATTLES, 
which, owing to a mass ef confiicting historical 
Gata, is at best a difficult task. "Por several 
years prior to the outbreak of tne Revolution, 
Wvroming had been the scene of ‘conflict be- 
tween contesting claimantse,—the valley being 
claimed by the Colony ef Connecticut, by whom 
it was firet permavently settled, and also by 
the Colony of Pennsylvania,—both claiming by 
Royal graut, as well as by direct purchase from 
the Indians. The territory embracing Wyoming 
was granted to Connecticut by Charles IL by 
charter dated 1662,—the same monarch, nine- 
teen years later, issuing letters patent for the 
same territory to Peonsyivania. In addition to 
Royal charter, there was also requisite to a valid 
title, purchase from the Indians, and occupa- 
tion, both of which terms were complied 
with by both Colonies,—Pennsy/vania pur- 
chasing in 1736 through Thomas Penn and WII 
lam Penn; Connecticut ia 1784 porchasing from 
the Indians at Aibany,—both purchases toclud- 
ing the Valley of Wyoming. The strife was 
prolonged and bit ter, being at times a veritable 
civil war. But no sooner had the tidings 
reached the monutato-fastnesses of Wyoming 
that tne War of lndependence was commenced, 
than local quarrels were lost sight of, the rival 
claimants making common cause iu the resist- 
ance of British tyranny. Iu 1778 the people of 
the Wyoming region numbered about 2,500, all 
of whom were patriots, with the exception of 
sixty-one persons.—Loyalists, or Tories as they 
were called by their newghbors. Se proneanced 
were they in their sympatbies for King George 
that they aroused the ire of the Whigs, or 
patriot settléfs, whe determined, as a precau- 
tionary measure, to 

BXPEL THEM PROM WYOMING. 
Accordingly, the greater part of them were ar- 
rested and sent to Counecticut for trial, the re- 
sult being their atquittai; and, driven from 
their homes, the Tortes made their way with all 
due haste to Niagtra, where they ealtsted un- 
der the standard of the British Butler, swear- 
ing vengeance upon the Yankees. During the 
spring of 1778 the settlers in Wvomiug learned 
that an attack Was aboutto be made upon the 
valley,—the secret being obtained from a 
druoken indian whe was one of the party who 
came down the river to assure the settlers of 
the Iriendship of the tribes, but whose mission 
was really the double object of ascertaining 
the exact cond!tion of the region, while lulling 
the defenseless Inhabitants into a mistaken 
feeling of security. Duriug tue winter of 1777 
the American army under Washington had met 
with such reverses as to require All the troops 
that the Coiony could furnish; and, in ac- 
cordance witn this tecessity, the entire availa- 
ble force of some 200 men was taken trom Wy- 
oming to swell the Continental army, and the 
settlement was left to the cruel hostilities 
of a savage foe, with no other protection tuan a 
meagre force of od men and beys, whom even 
the exigencies of Washington’s army could not 
utilize. In the previous year (1777) the British 
Turove, through its Canadian Coverument, in- 
duced all 

THE SIX NATIONS,— 

consisting of the Oneidas, Senecas, Mohawks, 
Cayugas, Onoijdazas, aud Tuscaroras,—the 
fainous Indian Confederacy (excepting, howev- 
er, the Oneidas anda portion of the Tuscaro- 
ras), to unite with the British against the Colo- 
hieb in their struggle for independence. Bur- 
goyne’s campaign having proved a iailure by 
reason of tue success of the American arms at 
Oriskany and Bensington, and bis final defeat 
and capture at Saratoga, the British were goad- 
ed to desperation, and, influenced by the Tories, 
sought'revenge by making a merciless attack 
upon the isolated and defenseless settlement of 
Wyoming, whose ighting men were now drawn 
away to Washingten’s army. 

The historian, Stewart Pearce, says: 

Bngland, to her eternal disgrace, offered rewards 
to the merciless savage for the scalps of our ances- 
tors, her own childften; and withit commented a 
border-warfare, for butchery and blood almost un- 
Tae number of indians en-

gaged by Great Brimin was 12,090 warriors. 
scalps, the Senacas alone, 400 warriors, took 
1.032 in three years,—200 being women, and 
twenty-nine infante, They were forwarded to the 
Governor of Canada, to be sent as a present to the 
King of England. 

There were some half-dozen log forts and 
stockades iu the valley, at the various villages; 
and an attempt was made to garrison the same 
with the few able-bodied men who remained, 
assisted by the old men and — and who also 
sent out scouting ‘parties, owing tothe occa- 
sional incursions ef hostile Indians. 

Several murders having been committed by 
the savages, who continued to increase in num- 
bers, the Wyoming companies, now om duty at 
Morristown, N. J., were informed of the alarm- 
ing condition of affairs, and urgent dispatches 
were conveyed to. the Colomal Congress that 
the Wyoming troops be seut to defend the val- 
ley. Again and again were Congress and Con- 
necticut apprised of the danger which threat- 
ened the frontier; but, either through ſnadver- 
tence Or because the Wyoming troops were 
thought to be more needed at the front, the dis- 
patches were ignored. Considering the claims 
of country secondary to that of kindred, Oapts.

The bill in toe 
present case, after setting out such facts, asked for 
an injunction to restrain the further prosecation of 
the suit on the bond. rested on the idea that 
the suit was transferred to the Federal Court prior 
to any fina] action of the State Court, and there- 
fore ndent could not rightfully sue on the bond 
and could not barass the plaintifl im the Federal 
Court after the case been transferred, and be- 
fore it was disposed of in the Fecera! Court. 

The vital question was, therefore, whether the 
Federal Couft had any jurisdiction so as to sustain 
a motion to dismiss or to grant an injunction. The 
Judge said both he and Judge Blodgett were of the 
opinion that the application for removal from the 
State Court was in accordance with the act of Con- 

ress. ‘The removal being im form, the citizenship 

ng as required. and the bond regular, on the 
presentation of the petition and bond ‘the juris- 
diction of the State Court ceased, and it bad no 
further power to proceed. Several other questions 
were also presented. The counsel for the Sheriff 
in the State Court insisted that the case could not 
be removed, because the Court would not have 
original jurisdiction, because the proper 
was in the hands of tne Sheriff, and 
Federal Court could not by any process 
that could be pat in force take the property out 
of the hands of the Sheriff.

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EAST ST. LOUIS. 


All Quiet in the Afternoon—A Brutal Assault 
on the State’s Attorney in the Evening— 
Severe Injuries Inflicted on Him in the 
Hope of Securing an Excuse for Shooting 


Special Dispatch to The Tribung 

Sr. Louis, July 3.—Everything was quiet at 
East St. Louis to-day, the opposing factions 
simply contenting themselves with holding their 
respective strongholds and uttering dire threats 
should an effort be made to interfere with them. 
The Metropolitan policemen, Wallace and Geyre, 
who are charged witb killing the Bowman Vep- 
uties, voluntarily continue in the Belleville Jail, 
fearing the mob should they venture to return 
to East St. Louis. At 9 o’clock this morning 
Coroner Canly began his inquest over the 
killing of Connors and Neville. Canly is a 
strong sympathizer with the Metropolitans, 
and selected his jury entirely from the 
friends of that faction, refusing to permit 
either Bowman or his attorney to be present. 
The reporters of the daily papers, who had also 
put in au appearance to repor the inquest, were 
ordered out of tue room. They refused to go, 
and were finally ejected. The inquest, there- 
fore, is being conducted in secret. The Coroner 
is supported in this extraordinary and arbitrary 
course by State’s-Attorney Brockhaus, also a 
Metropolitan partisan, and both he and the Cor- 
oner are subjected to the severest public con- 
demnation. Sheriff Weber arrived in the city at 
7:0 o’clock yesterday evening. and remained in 
town until this morning, when he went to 
Belleville, accompanied by Mayor John B. Bow- 
man and Con Frawley, John Bennet, Robert 
Russell. Tim O’Brien, Tim Doyle, and Tim Gui- 
ban, the latter Deputy-Marshals, and all charged 
with assault with intent to kill Michael J. 
Stack, a Metropolitan police-officer, last Sun- 
day. They were taken before Justice Wilding 
and from there a change of venue was taken to 
Justice Challenor's Court. The defendants were 
all released on ponds of $500 each, given by 
Mayor Bowman, except Robe.t Russell, who was 
released on his own recognizance, and the case 
was set for trial next Monday. Robert Russell was 
released without furnishing any bonds, and the 
charge against him was dismissed. Tue men re- 
turned to the city directly afterward. It is un- 
derstood that to-morrow another squad of Dep- 
uties will go to Belleville ana enter appearance 
until the entire number against whom the 
charge is made have appeared for trial. The 
dest opinion seems to be that auother out break 
will be inevitaple within a day or two.

THE SUPREME COURT. 
AMENDING THE RBCORD.

The soldiers of Ohio are circulating a petition 
in every township of the State, and 


the drives in and ap them, are 
alone worth a visit to Chicago. To these 
must be added the North Park, with the 
long drive of several miles near the edge of 
the lake, and the West Parks of 2,000 acres, 
the whole system connected with some thirty 
miles of broad avenues devoted exclusively 
to driving.

Sometimes there is 
wisdom in a multitude of counselors, but in 
this case there is only confusion and igno- 
rance, and so the hard times continue, Cer- 
tainly there is nothing in the business situa- 
tion that warrants all the noise we are 
making to-day. If we turn to the political 
situation, the outlook is not much more en- 
| couraging. It is certainly a sorry spectacle | 
that we behold in the second tentury of the 
Republic, of two such politicians as Mrs. 
Jenxs and Anprrson, bargaining to dispose 
of the Presidency to the highest bidder and 
manipulating the politics of a great State. 
If the effrontery of such demagogues as 
Burn, the corruptions of such men as

If there was anything to which the Demo- 
crats were emphatically pledged in assuming 
control of the popular branch of Congress, 
it was to make a notable reduction in Gov- 
ernment expenditures. Speaker RANDALL 
confidently promised a saving of $40,000,000

actually appropriated did not represent the 
expenditures which Congress had made nec- 
essary by law. The appropriations were cut 
down for mere political capital, but the ex- 
penditures went on just the same under the 
laws which authorized and necessitated them. 
All this has been exposed by summing up the 
appropriations for the fiseal year ending June, 
1879. Mr. RANDALL had promised asaving 
of $40,000,000 a year; Mr. Hewrrr pro- 
claimed that $25,000,000 had actually been 
saved; the figures showed about $19,000,000 
less appropriations for the past year; even 
this would have been a very fair and com- 
mendable reduction,—but now come the 
appropriations for the current year, in which 
about $14,500,000 are for deficiencies of last 
year. In other words, the pretense has been

ist then Mr. Barber stepped in, and a gen- 
eral conversation on the merits of the trazic af- 
fair took place.

Stevens seemed to 
be much troubled about bis wife, and said that 
somebody bad been writing her anonymous let- 
ters about himself, charging that he was guilty 
of aduitery. It annoyed him and her, and he 
had been to see Denuy Simmons, the detective, 
about it. He said he would give $200 to know 
who did it. Tes, said he, 1 guess they were 
written by some dead beat for whom I’ve been

The reporter subsequently visited Denny Sim- 
mons, and ascertained tbat a person answering 
Stevens’ description met him on the street, and 
spoke about somebody writing anonymous let- 
ters to his wife.

A DENIAL. 

Stevens denies the story about the visit to the 
St. Julian in toto. He says he has been there 
any number of times, when ouc riding with his 
wife, but states positively that be never went 
there wit: any o ler woman. When asked if he 
had ever visited and taken out tor a ride any 
scarlet woman answering to the name and de- 
scription of the one domiciled at the house on 
State street, he replied that he had not, and 
said that there was no woman living 
who could say thet he had en- 
joyed forbidaen relations with her since 
his marriage. Ou one oecasion, be remembered 
receiving au inyitation irom a triend of his, 
Harry —— (he had forgotten or dida’t know hig 
last name), to go up to his house with him on 
State street. near Jackson, he believed. lie 
went, and met some ladies, whom he supposed 
to be evtirely respectable, having no reason to 
think otherwise. But he denied in toto, and 
with great positiveness, the whole story about 
taking this State street nymph to the St. Juin, 
asking tor ice-cream, and exoressing a pre er- 
ence for a private room. When asked to ex- 
plain the thing, and account for the woman’s 
apparent lack of anv motive for Iving, Stevens 
said he could only explain it on the ground of 
mistaken identity—that she had gotten some- 
body else mixed up with him. 

AS A BOY. 

The members of the firm of Spalding & Mer- 
rick, tobacco manufacturers and dealers, say 
that Peter Stevens was employed by them two 
or turee years before the Great e, and re- 
mained with them up to the time of the calam- 
tty. When with them be was a poses boy, 16 
or 17 years of age, with flery-red hair. He was 
anytaing but good-looking, but when he began 
to go out in the society of young 
ladies be colored bis hair lack. 
At that time his name was Peter 
Steffen, and it was known that he was Prussian. 
His duties at first were to pack tobacco-bé@xes, 
nail down covers, and do any odd jobs of work 
that might come in bis way: but his employers 
discovered that he had considerable ability,—in 
fact was a very smart boy, and also that he 
wrote a splendid band, and they accordingly 
elevated bim to a position behind the desk.

THE BIG RACE. 


Intense Excitement Over the Louisville Con- 
test Te-Day—Suspicion that Ten Broeck's 
Rider and Trainer Mean to Throw the

LOUISVILLE, July 3.—It is almost impossible 
to picture the exeitement which prevails here 
regarding the four-mile-and-repeat race to be 
run to-morrow between Ten Broeck and Mollie 
McCarthy.

SUPT. HICKEY 
AND R. F. DERICKSON. 

A morning paper yesterday contained 8 halr- 
column article in which an attempt was made to 
show that Mre. Johnson, the female detective, 
backed by Supt. Hickey, had attempted to black 
maila ‘‘respectable eittzen, Hickey'’s alleged 
object being to get even“ because the citizen 
had said a certain thief paid Hickey 10 per cent of 
nis earnings for protection, ete. The charge is 
not true. and the apparent motive which prompted 
its publication was to injure Supt. Hickey in the 
eyes of Aldermen who are beheved to be opposed 
to his confirmation. Itis true that Mre. Johnson 
wrote the citizen several letters, and endeavored 
to bring about a meeting, but she had a purpose in 
view that was perfectly legitimate. The citizen 
is R. P. Derickson.: It will be remembered 
that he went to Chambersburg, Pa., in the 
latter part of 1876 to assis: in getting a 
young man named Weeks out of jail, he having 
been arrested with one Clement, alias Roland. a 
‘* professional,’’ for robbing a bank in that city. 
On his wavy bome, as Mr. Derickson stated on his 
arrival to a reporter, he met Roland. who had es- 
caped, on the train. Inthe same conversation he 
said Roland had told him that when he did work in 
Chicago Jake Rehm and Supt. Hickey were satis- 
fied with 10 per cent. Mayor Heath read the in- 
terview, and went to Supt. Hickey and told him to 
arrest Roland, the fugitive, if it were possible. 
Mr. Derickeon reached Chicago Dec. 3, 1876. 
Having admitted that Roland was on the cars with 
him, Supt. Hickey naturally concluded, since Der- 
icksoh was well acquainted with the family to 
which the thief's wife belonged. that he, perhaps, 
knew his whereabouts, It would never have done 
to have gone to Mr. Derrickson and ask. Where 
is Roland! So if any information was to be ob- 
tained it was to be secured in only one way—by 
strategy. 

What was wanted was to get Mrs. Johnson into a 
certain house where it was reasonably sure that 
Ciermont would stop when be reached the city. In 
order to gether in there. asa boarder, or in any 
other way, it was necessary to secure a favorable 
word from Mr. Derickson, and the chief object of 
writing the letters to Bim and seeking his acquaint- 
ance was to get that good word. It was necessary 
to get at things in this way, since Mr. Derickson 
had told the police anthorities that he wouid give 
them no more assistance in the effort to secure 
Clermont, and would have nothing more to do with 
the affair, —they would have te get along alone. 

Accordingiy Mrs. Johnson was detailed, to get 
on the confidential side of Mr. Derickson. In car - 
rying out the method adopted to accomplish this, 
she wrote him several letters, Supt. Hickey and 
the Mayor knowing their contents. The lady of 
the house where the meeting was to take place—a 
woman whose character is above question— was let 
into the secret. This was necessary. as she was 
suspicious. Mr. Derickson called two or three 
times, but Mre. Johnson happened to be out, and 
the two never met. The only object was to get 

Mr. Derickson, in conversation, to drop some- 
thing which wouid give a clew to Roland's where- 
apouts. Mrs. Johnson isa resvectable woman, if 
she is a detective, and simply did Wat is done in 
every city of the country every day in the year— 
assumed a part in order to get facts which will 
lead to the detection of criminals.

THE REY. JOSEPH COOK 

did not accept the chaltenge of the Labor Council 
to meet their speakers, although there were de- 
tween 3,000 and 4,000 people in the Tabernacle 
last evening, who went there under the impression 
that he would talk. Not to disappoint them, 3 
mass-meeting was held, and they were entertained 
for over two hours by speeches on one side of the 
question. The platform was decorated with 
American flags, and on the wall in the rear 


were huge placards containing statements of Henry 
Ward Beecher, Jay Gould, and the newspapers, 
such as What the workingmen [strikers] need is 
force, and enough of it to be remembe among 
them for many long generations”; The machin- 
ery is now furnished by which in any emergency 
the monopolies of the country can act together at 
a single day's notice. There were aleo inscrip- 
tions like these: The laboring man works to 
support the capitalistic class"; Workingmen do 
all the work, capitalists get all the pay „ ** Cheap 
labor means cheap mep. The gathering was pre- 
sided over by Samuel Goldwater, President of the 
Cigar-Makers’ Union. He introduced 

Mr. William McNiel, President of the Interna- 
tional Labor Union, who invited the Rev. Joseph 
Cook, if he were present, to come on the platform. 

Mr. Cook did not appear. 

An invitation was thenextended to ‘‘any other 
clergyman who felt like freeing his mind on the 
question of Communism Or Socialism." 

No one came forward. 

The audience then joined in singing James 
Brown, to the tune of John Brown, —a song set- 
ting forth the wrongs of the wurkingmen. One 
stanza read:
